We. the members of the Safety Committee of the City of Austin, have Investigated
the application of the estate of Mary J. Butler, et al«, as presented by T.J.Butler,
for a permit to construct and operate a drive-in tire and gasoline station on their
property situated at the northeast corner of 1st Street and Congress Avenue.

We, the Safety Committee, recommend that said permit be granted subject to the
following conditions:

(1) That all buildings and equipment shall be placed inside of the property line,
correct lines to be obtained before construction start 0, or equipment le Installed*
Lines and grades shall be obtained from the City Engineering Department for entrances
and driveways , building plans to be approved by the City Building Inspector.

(2) That ceiling of that portion of the building that extends over driveways shall
be covered with metal. Supports for that portion extended over driveway shall be
supported by brick or reinforced concrete pillars*

(3) That gasoline storage tanks and pumps and equipment used in connection therewith
shall be of an approved type, and shall bear the label of the National Board of Fire
Underwriters. All equipment shall be Installed in compliance with City and State
Regulations Governing such inptallatione. All equipment shall be inspected and
approved before being placed in service.

That Kaooline pumps and other equipment used in connection with the operation
gasoline filling station shall be so located that care receiving service there-
will not In any way obstruct the sidewalk, street or alleyway. The pumps shall
leaet ten (10) feet inside the property line and all equipment shall bo not
than thirty (30) feet from adjoining residence. That the length of all water
shall be such that nny water leaking from eame can not reach the City sidewalk
and that the length of all gasoline hooe shall be euoh that a car desiring
ce can not be served while any portion of said cnr ie or. the City sidewalk area.
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([}} That electric light e only shall be uoed for lifting purposes, and all electric
wiring ohall be done in compliance with regulations governing the wiring of gasoline
filling etatione, and shall* be approved by the City Electrical Department.

(6) That "IJO SMOKING" ni^ns shall be displayed at all tirr.ee and no person shall be
permitted to smoke or to hnve any open flame on pr ami see wl.fi re r'jaBollne ie sold or
stored.

(7) That thr-re shall be kept in an accessible place at all times a chemical fire
extinguisher for emergency use.

(2) That the grades of the station shall be such that no waste oils or water or any
floor waehing shall raver pass over the City eidewalk area and that all of paid oils
and water shall "be concentrated into P. combined f-renpe and sand trap wV ich shall be
constructed in accordance with our standard plan 2-H-^S, nnd shall be conducted by
a r>ipe connection from paid sand trap to the nearest city fltonr, sewer at the expense
of the applicant. Before commencement of any construction, the applicant shall
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apply to the City Enrlneer for an eotimnte of the copt of thnt portion of the storm
sever which will hnve to be built within any city street or alley and shall deposit
in escrow a eum equal to said estimate wit): the City Finance Director.

(9) That all adjacent walks, rumps, gutters and curbs shall be constructed of con-
crete before the station is used*

(10) That the applicant shall construct all ramps, gutters and curbs and sidewalks
in accordance with plan number 2-B-209, which plan is hereby made a part of this
resolution.

(11) That all gasoline pumpe, tanks, equipment and piping connected thereto shall be
inspected and approved by the Oity Plumbing Inspector, and the mechanic employed by
the applicant to install the gasoline equipment shall apply to the Plumbing Inspector
for a special permit and shall p;ive the Plumbing Inspector sufficient notice when
ready for inspection.

(12) That the applicant or the mechanic employed by the applicant to make the in-
stallation shall apply to the Inspector of Weights and Measures for inspection after
the installation has been approved by the Plumbing Inspector.

(13) That before using said, station the owner shall apply to the City Engineer for
final inspection when he considers that he has complied with all of the requirements
of the Oity.

(6) That "NO SMOKING" signs shall be displayed at all times and no person ehall
be permitted to smoke or to have any open flame on premises where gasoline is sold
or stored*

(7) That there shall be kept in an accessible place at all times, a chemical fixe
extinguisher for emergency use.

(£) That the grades of the station shall be such that no waste oils or water or
any floor washing shall eve? pass over the Oity sidewalk area and that all of said
oils and water shall be concentrated Into a combined grease and eand trap which
shall be constructed In accordance with our standard plan 2-H-̂ g, and shall be con-
ducted by pipe connection from said sand trap to the nearest Oity storm sewer or
to Shoal Oreek at the expense of the applicant . Before commencement of any con-
struction the applicant ehall apply to the Oity Engineer for an estimate of the cost
of that portion of the storm sewer which will have to be built within any alty street
or alley, and shall deposit in escrow a sum equal to said estimate with the City
Finance Director.

(9) That all adjacent walks, ramps, gutters and curbs shall be constructed of con-
crete before the station is ueed.

(10) That the applicant shall construct all ramps, gutters, curbs and sidewalks in
accordance with plan number 2-H-129 , which plan Is hereby made a part of this reso-
lution.

(11) That all gasoline pumps, tanks, equipment and piping connected thereto aholl
